The peculiar 
circumstances surrounding the case, the 
mystery which still clings about the ter­ 
rible and brutal murder of poor Mack, the 
confession of Dickerson, and the denial of 
Mrs. Alack, threw a grave responsibility 
upoD the jury. They were compelled to 
believe the testimony of Dickerson, and 
And Mrs. Mack guilty, or throw his con­ 
fession aside and believe that her testimony 
was true. Then again, they were obliged 
to fiod her guilty of murder in the first de­ 
gree, or acquit her altogether. We do not 
think that we do an in jury to any one, or 
exaggerate in the least, when we sly that 
niuety-ninc out of every hundred of intel­ 
ligent persons who understand the case 
and have read the testimony, believe that 
she knows far more about the murder of 
her husband than she is willing to tell; a od 
public sentiment is very stern, that she 
took some part in his murder, and that 
Dickerson Is a greater villain, so far as the 
murder is concerned, tbaa lits own testi­ 
mony makes him out to be. 
Dickerson is 
as much to be believed as Mrs. Alack, for 
so far as truth and veracity go, they are not

THE STATE PRISON. 
The annual report of the Warden and 
•ad Directors of the State Prison has been 
received. On the 3Jth of last September 
there were confined la the Prison, 340 
males, and 6 fellies, making a total of 
340, There were received during the past 
year 213 convicts, out of which IG were 
convicted the second time, 0 for the thud, 
and 2 I )r the tour Ai 
Three were sen­ 
tenced for lite, I for fourteen years, 12 tor 
five years, ll for four years, 50 for two 
years, and GS for one year. 
The report 
■hows the finances of the Prison to be in 
good condition, which is quite refreshing 
When we consider the continual heavy ex­ 
pense the Prison was to the State under 
the Commissioner 
system. In former 
times the Legislature was compelled to 
appropriate from $18,000 to $25,000 a year 
to pay off some “indebtedness” or “defi­ 
ciency,” connected with tho Prison, and 
in this way it became a burden to the 
State. Matters arc different now, espec­ 
ially since the labor has been let. The re­ 
ceipts of the Prison were $7G,743.10 lor 
the fiscal year 
ending 
September JO,’ 
1878, of which $22,888.38 was received 
from convict labor, $44,378 62 lrom collec­ 
tions and sales. The total disbursements 
for the corresponding time were $05,088 - 
65, which left a balance in the treasury of 
• l l ,G54 45. There are 252 convicts under 
contract to AI. D. Wills «fc Co., of Chicago, 
who are extensively engaged in the manu­ 
facture of boots and shoes. 
The warders 
say in their report that their “most san­ 
guine expectations in relation to the re­ 
sults of the experiment ct letting the 
convict labor have been fully realized, if 
not exceeded/’

“And the remarks arc true. Ile could 
do more, I think, in a N i t space of tun* 
than any other man I ever knew, lie 
woald, if required, write a whole page of 
the Tribune rn a siogic day. His rcviow 
of Dr. bcbiieman’s first book, written from 
advance sheets, was remarkably lull, and 
gave such a good idea of the work that it 
was almost unnecessary to read tho book 
itself. Ho had a peculiar gift at condens­ 
ing matter and still retaining every point 
which the author made. Perhaps his 
greatest feat in this line was achieved up­ 
on Victor Hugo’s poems.

Questioned concerning the perfection of 
his electric light, the Chevalier Edison 
said: ”1 am ail right on my lamp. I don’t 
care anything more about it. 
Every bito! 
heat is utilized to produce light as far as 
art will all*w. 
The theoretical and prac­ 
tical results are perfectly saiislactory. My 
point now is the generator. 
The Wallace 
machine gives me three lights, each equal 
to a gas light, to a one-horse power. I feel 
sure that I can get more. Now, to make 
my grand practical experiment here in 
lighting Menlo Bark I should have to use 
twenty or thirty Wallace machines. 
Th-y 
would cost me from $30,000 to $40,000. 
They would be useless afterward, for I 
know that lean make a generator of double 
their power. JSo I shall postpone the ex­ 
periment until I had the machine that will 
give the greatest amount of electricity per 
horse power. I am making many little 
generators ot different forms. 
I pro­ 
pose

"The Sun ot Saturday last printed 
comparison ct the cost of the electric aud 
gas light.

“Under the circumstances they were a 
good estimate,” the Chevalier replied: “but 
you compared the cost of producing the 
electric light with the price charged lor 
gas-light by the gas companies. „ .Now let 
me take an estimate. 
We’ll say It costs 
$1 a thousand feet to make the gas.

companies charge their customers double 
that amount. 
A burner burns fitly lect a 
day and 1,000 feet in twenty days, allow­ 
ing ten hours a day tor the light.

Washington's Pew. 


Christ church in Alexandria, Virginia, 
some six milts below Washington, is an 
object ol much interest. It was completed 
In 1773, taking the place of a chapel that 
could not have possessed much elegance, 
as it sold for KT 10s. 
The year prior to leaving the chapel 
Colonel George Washington, then thirty- 
three years ol age, was chosen one of the 
vestrymen. 
His name is affixed to the 
contract for the new church, which, for 
minuteness of specification, would serve as 
a model for modern building committees. 
James Carsons agreed to build the church 
for iX>00. “ Tho shingles were to be of the 
best Jamper, 
of an inch thick, 18 inches 
long, and to show six inches.” 
The mor­ 
tar for the outside walls, which were of 
brick, was to be ; 3 lime and 
sand ; the 
mortar tor the inside wall was to be 
lime and J 2 sand. 
“The arches and pedi- I 
ments to be in the Tuscan order. The altar­ 
piece, pulpit, and canopy to be Ionic.” Hut 
it appears that contractors even in those 
early days bad some of the failings of mod­ 
ern times. James Parsons failed to fulfil] 
his contract, and the vestry made an agree 
ment with Colonel John Carlyle for the 
additional sum of .1:220 to complete the 
work. On the ‘27th of February, 1778, the 
church having been formally delivered to 
the vestry, ten of the pews were offered for 
sale. 
Few No. 5 was purchased by 
General 
Washington for TJC, 10s, the highest price 
paid. 
These pews were square, with seats on 
three sides, and the bick nearly as high as 
the head ct the occupant. 
Hut in 1810 
and 1817, some of the old square pews 
were divided, and the remainder in 1821. 
Washington’s among the rest, but in 1SJ7 
it was restored to lls former shape. 
It was 
again divided, but soon restored to its 
original form, and so still remains. During 
the war, the city being in possession of the 
Union troops, the “stars and stripes” ll lated 
over this pew. 
In 1804, George Parke Custis, 
Mrs. 
Washington's grandson, whom General 
Washington adopted, presented to the par­ 
ish Washington's Bible, published in 1772, 
and cow in use on the alter. 
The building has been little by little re­ 
modeled, to suit monern tastes. 
The old pew of Washington is allowed to 
retain its original shape, except the back 
is lowered like the rest. 
Visitors to Wash­ 
ington go in large cumbers to attend Sun­ 
day morning service at Christ Church,and 
sit in the pew where Washington worship­ 
ped. 


Changes of Tortune. 


The capacity to get money is different 
Groin the capacity to retaiu money. 
This 
well-known fact is illustrated by the fol- 
owiug characteristic Incident: 
A man named McNulty died recently in 
California who had been rich and poor, it 
is said, at least twenty times, dying poor at 
last. Ile had been very shrewd and enter­ 
prising, but somehow he could no: keep a 
fortune after he had acquired it; 
An example of his sudden cenception 
and execution is mentioned at Sacramento 
twenty-five years ago, when the entire bus­ 
iness part of the town was burned. He was 
then wealthy, and owned many of the larg­ 
est stores there. 
A 9 he saw bis property 
vanishing In flames, instead of grieving 
over the disaster, he went to the nearest 
livery stable, hired a fast horse, mounted 
bim, rode him all night, and before nine 
o’clock the next morning had bought every 
foot ot lumber and every saw mill at Grass 
Valley and Nevada City. 
He gained an­ 
other fortune, making lour times as much 
as he had lost, by the sale of his lumber so 
suddenly contracted for. It was eminently 
like an American to ride off by the blaze 
of his burning houses into the night, and 
turn his calamity literally into cash.

The twelve tried and true ones chosen to 
decide whether Mrs. Mack murdered her 
husband or not, were placed under lock 
and key about 9 o'clock Christmas eve. 
While others were being cheered by the 
jingling of bells, or feasting in company 
with dear ones, they were shut off, apart 
from the rest of the world, to decide upon 
the lifelong destiny of a woman and a moth­ 
er. It was no light matter which thus kept 
the twelve together, and the Christmas 
thus solemnly observed by them, will ever 
linger in the memory of each juryman. 
The twelve war© well cared for physically, 
being provided with an abundance of food, 
suitable for the day and the occasion, and 
for their comfort, during the two nights 
they were kept together, cots and buffalo 
robes were given them. They chatted and 
discussed, they slept and ate, and about 
noon they came to an agreement. 
They 
sent word to Judge Conger that they were 
ready to return a verdict, but Christmas 
being a legal holiday, the Court would not 
receive it. Under tho old statu’Cl, it was 
posslblo to return a scaled verdict, but un­ 
der the new no such provision is made, 
and the twelve jurymen were obliged to 
maintain their seciu&ion until this 
morn­ 
ing. 
At 
the 
opening 
of

at nine o'clock this 
m orn. 
tog 
there 
was 
a 
goodly sized 
audience waiting to learn what was the 
result of this Christmas day’s work. The 
prisoner, Mrs. Mack, her little girl Etta, 
her white-haired mother, and her other 
relatives appeared within the railing, in 
about the same positions which they have 
kept during all the trial. Mrs. Mack kept her 
veil drawn over her face, and seemed 
wrapt In thought, as with bowed head she 
sat waiting for the steps of the twelve men 
who were to decide her fate. As they filed 
in she raised her eyes, but save a slight un 
easiness and nervous fingering of her gloves 
there was nought to indicate that she was 
more than a parsing spectator. As the ver­ 
dict was declared “guilty of murder in the 
first degree,’’ and the jury wa9 polled, she 
again dropped her head while the audi­ 
ence, who had sat in the breathless silence 
of expectation, relieved the deathlike still­ 
ness by a general rustle. It was over, 
and 
the 
worst 
had 
come 
She, however, manifested 
no emotion. 
There was no hysterical outburst, not even 
a falling tear. She sat like marble. Her 
little girl Etta wept, and the aged mother’s 
frame shot k as though convulsed. 
Mrs 
Mack soon arose, and taking the arm of 
Deputy Sheriff Marsh was led out of the 
room, down the steps, and through the 
streets to the jail, her mother and little 
daughter following close behind her, and 
her other relatives and friends following 
them like a sad funeral procession. In 
strange contrast with this sorrowful party 
was the crowd which 
came hurrying, 
tumbling, running down the steps, along 
the streets, each hastening to be the first to 
proclaim the news that they had sent “ the 
old dame over tho road"—“good enough 
for her”—“she’s fixed for life”—etc., etc. 
Some were surprised at the verdict, there 
being a goodly number who had made up 
their minds that the jury would either dis­ 
agree or acquit, but amidst all the rambling 
talk, and rude jests, which passed from lip 
to lip, there wa9 scarcely a word of sympa­ 
thy for the woman in black, or an expres 
aion ail verse to the finding of the jury. 
After the court had been cleared of all 
but a few spectators, witnesses and jury­ 
men in other cases, District Attorney 
bale and Mr. Fethers consulted with Judge 
Conger for a few minutes.

Loomis was summoned, and with the as­ 
sistance of Dr. Sutherland attended to the 
suffering ones. Mrs. Stringer lay under 
the influence cf opiates all day in a most 
pitiable condition until about half-past 
eight last evening when death came to her 
relief. 
It is not koowo, and probably never will 
ne known, how the accident occurred. 
Standing against the wall of the room is a 
stick, which tho daughter thought her 
mother perhaps hit the lamp against, and 
caused it to overturn. Others are of the 
opinion that she tripped and fell. It is 
quite evident that the lamp did not ex­ 
plode, as the daughter heard no unusual 
a mod until tho mother screamed for help.
